REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 1-21 are 
allowed. 

Regarding claims 1 and 11, the prior art of record and cited arts fail to disclose a torque 
motor comprising: a stator defining a rotor opening; a sleeve disposed adjacent said stator within 
said rotor opening; a rotor disposed within said rotor opening, the rotor comprising a magnet 
disposed on a shaft; and independently wound conductive coils disposed on said sleeve and 
disposed between said sleeve and said rotor and adjacent to said stator; said sleeve being shorter 
than the magnet and the coils and including the turn around zones beyond respective ends of the 
sleeve.
